| AM in Jerusalem, at the very heart of the 
1 scenes forever hallowed by my Lord 
and Master's life, sufferings and death. 
I have visited Bethlehem, and in imagination 
I have listened to the anthems with which 
the angels heralded the Saviour's coming to

"Crucify Him !" 

With indescribable feeling's I have knelt it; 
the Garden of Gethsemane, ascended the hill 
called Calvary, and worshiped with solemn 
awe on the very ground where stood the Cross 
of Shame on which my Lord purchased, by 
His broken heart, abundant sovereign saving 
grace to meat the needs of the whole human 
family. 

What Was It For? 

I have look-d into the empty sepulchre, 
where, cold in the arms of death, my Saviour 
lay, and have wonderingly beheld the mount 
from which He ascended to the Father, tri- 
umphant over sin and death and hell, topiead 
the cause of the worid He had so g-loriously 
redeemed.

Put standing here today may I not make 
a special claim on behalf of the more helpless 
and hopeless section of the peoples? Could 
their condition be more unlike that kingdom 
which He came to establish or more closely 
resemble what we know of the kingdom of 
hell? 

Look at the cruel, selfish, senseless, in- 
human wars in which the poor are ever the 
main sufferers! Look at the starvation in 
which millions siowly pine, wasting and wail- 
ing, until delivered from misery by the 
grave !

Look at the countless array of drunkards 
held by the chains of their demoralizing 
appetites ! Think of their desolate wives and 
children, their homes and of their march to 
death and hell! 

Look at the hideous slavery of impurity 
flaunting itself in the very centres of civiliza- 
tion and Christianity, and at the debasing re- 
sults that follow in its train ! 

Look at the melancholy criminals shut be- 
hind prison bars, for whose reformation for 
this world or the next so little intelligent 
effort is made ! Look at the gay, frivolous 
crowds found everywhere, who in the pal- 
triest pursuits, waste the sacred opportunities 
given them to bless their fellows and prepare 
to meet their God ! 

Look at the dark, heathen world, number- 
ing more than half of the earth's population, 
utterly ignorant of the mercy of Jesus, and 
often abandoned to conditions of misery and 
vice, terrible to contemplate! 

Something More Needed. 

Comrades, friends, belonging to everv sec- 
tion of the Christian faith, look at the waste 
howling wilderness only faintly pictured here. 
Look at it. Oh, look with thu spirit of the 
great Christ when He stood upon this sacred 
hill, the spirit in which He looks at it to-day, 
and say, will you not do something adequate 
for these sufferers? 

I am not oblivious to the Christianizing 
efforts already made by the disciples of the 
Cross. I am not unmindful of the noble tem- 
ples which have been erected, of the intellec- 
tual systems which have been formulated, of 
the impressive ceremonies which have been 
originated, of the powerful organizations 
which have been created in His name; neither 
do I overlook the fight being- made in every 
corner of the globe for the benefit of the 
peoples in whose interests I plead.

upon earth, to seek out and save its denizens 
of darkness.

INTERESTING INFORMATION. 

Pearl Diver*. 

The specialty of pearl diving Is an* Interesting 
feature of the occupation. The pearl-diver must 
eat sparingly before his work begins. The length of 
time he may remain under water depend* upon 
various contingencies, such as the nature of his 
work, the speed of the tide, or the depth of the water 
The exertion varies with the depth ct which the 
diver works. He can, with Impunity, remain under 
water for several hours at a depth Of from 'hree ta 
Ave fathoms. At a depth of twenty fathoms, how- 
ever, a stay below water of Only ten rnlnutn* can 
be endured. When the watep 1b clear a diver car. 
»ee forty or fifty feet. But if the water Is "rolled" 
he can hardly see ai all. Miierb are many risJtb In- 
cidental to the pearl-diver's work. The unscrewing 
of the. face glass Is fatal. Sharp rooks or corals may 
I ear his dress. The air-pump may develnp some 
defect, and become uncoupled, or burst. Tho pearl- 
diver may get entangled at the bottom of the sea, 
in the sponge growths or coral cups. The ulr-p'De 
may get fouled between some jutting rock or coral 
cup. 

Presence of mind Is an albsolutely necessary qual- 
ity for a diver. Pearl-divers catch enough turtles 
to keep them In food. Fishing under water Is also 
one of their sports- 

In northern waters the sea-.bed Is unattraotlve, 
vhereas in tropical seas there are' sea-flowero, ferns, 
palms, shells, corals, and sponges to vary *he mo- 
notony. The pearl-diver's dangers do not He wholly 
beneath the sea. Hurricanes occasionally wreck an 
tntlre fleet, and a cyclone proves a. more formidable 
enemy than the depths of the sea.

I Felt the Change Very Much. 

The first night I marched cut one strong, 
suigle file, and when I sot back to the hall 
there was possibly a dozen and a half in the 
audience.

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A LETTER FROM A NATIVE OF WRANGLE. 

During the past ten years we seemed to have no 
pleasure In Christianity. All Our native people here 
In Alaska were not in comprehension of true lellglon, 
for tribal conditions were triumphant. Although 
tne Gospel was preached among them forty years 
ago, still we were ignorant of the true living God 
and His ways. Missionaries here and th;re were 
sent to eiviiize the natives, yet their old customs were 
deeply rooted In their hearts, so they could l.ot dis- 
cern between right and wrong. 

Hundreds of our dearest friends died In Ignorance, 
superstition, misery, and Infidelity. Had It not been 
for the Salvation Army our people would have been 
still In darkness. 

There has been a wonderful change In each locality 
where the Salvation Army established their work. 
God used the Army wonderfully to inspire the worst 
men and women with hope. To-day the drum-beat - 
Ing can be heard In many places, with the beautiful 
voices calling ths sinner tc the wonderful Saviour, 
who la constantly saying, " Come unto Me, all ye 
that labor and are heavy laden, and I will give you 
rest." God Himself Is doing away with the old 
Indian ways and their heathen practices. Where 
onee the Indian was sa full of hatred and the works 
of the devil, the Lord Almighty has now entered his 
heart and ssved him from eternal condemnation. 
"For this purpose the Son of Man was manifested 
that He might destroy the works of the devil." 

There are thousands ox meii in the world who are 
sliil living in utter darkness. No human strength 
could ever save them but the Lord Himself Truly 
the harvest Is plenteous but the laborers ire few. 
" Pray ye, therefore, tne Lord of the harvest that He 
send forth laborers." Let ub, therefore, iicisuaue 
men to repent and believe In the Lord of heaven. 
Consider the natives and their ways, how they were 
strongly chained in darkness, more so than the 
Israelites In Egypt; but the blessed Saviour led 
them out of bondage and ruin. 

Our native soldier does not want luke-warm meet- 
ings — he likes red-hot meetings, we are continually 
praying for mor* revival invp &nd power, that our 
work here in Alaska may be a greater power. 

We will last or all ask each soidier to unite with 
U9 in prayer (or the out-nouring of God's Holy Spirit 
upon our work everywhere. — Andrew vy. Thoiiias. 



Two Lassies On Dec. 27th, we left Toronto for 
in Alaska. Alaska. When we arrived at Van- 
couver we found that the boat had 
already gone, which meant two weeks' stay there.

The Adjutant took us to the quarters, 
where we found Mrs. Smith, who was very pleased 
to see us and hear the news from Canada. Here we 
had our first experience In native work, and we 
noticed the Indians are not behind the tinier. They 
have a very nice barracks, and they are leal Sal- 
vationists, We had a very nice time anl enjoyed 
the two weeks' of our stay very much, Adjt, and 
Mrs. Smith, und their two little slrls, ire 2" right 
On Feb. 7 th we left for Kllllanoo, n, Jr n rst appoint- 
ment in Alaska. At Treadwell we had a few hours' 
stay, and ths pilot of the ship took us through the 
mines, which boast of the largest stamping mills in 
the world. The mines are nine hundred feet under 
ground. We went also through the assay offlee, 
where they were testing the gold, and it ass very 
Interesting. At Skagway we spent a few hours with 
Capt and Mrs. Salnsbury, On Sunday, Feb. 12th, 
wc arrived at Kllllsnoo, and found about lirty sol- 
diers waiting for our boat, to welcome us. Such 
shaking of hands! S.^M. Quick took us i.way to 
his home to have tea; tben we went to our quarters, 
which they had made ready for us.

There was a little Scottish glri, alto named Mary 
— the grand-daughter of Margaret, tldest daughter 
of Henry VH. Porr child, she had been a queen 
from babyhood, for her father had died of grief when 
she was but a week old; and there had been some 
notion of marrying her to King Edward, and so 
ending the wars; but the Scots did not like this, and

When liV;j r v.'L-rc 
married, the Duke o{ Cranmer began to persuade the 
poor, sick, young king the-t It was his duty to will 
tils crown away, from his sister Mary to La'Iy Jane, 
who would go on with the reformation, while Mary 
.vouid try to overthrow it. In truth, young Edward 
had no right to will away his crown; but he was 
only sixteen, and could only trust to what tho arch- 
bishop and his council told him. So he signed the 
parchment they brought him, and after that he 
quickly grew ^vorse. 

The people grew airalu that NoLtbuiiiberUnd was 
shutting htm up and misusing him. and once he 
came to the window of his palace and looked out at 
them, to show he .was alive; but lie died oniy a fort- 
night later, and we cannot guess what he would have 
been when be was grown up.

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DISEASES OF THE EYE.— (Continued.) 
Weak Sight. 

Under ihia term are popularly included a number 
nf the conditions which originate In various ways. 
It is important that we Bhould recognize the fact 
that " weak eyes " may be weak from any one or 
many causes; and that many of these causes can be 
cured, or at any rate relieved so aa to render the 
patient comfortable, and the eyes " strong." 

ThB vision of ' the natural eye lneludcs :i large 
iar.s£, beginning at a pslnt aiout live incites fi-um 
the eye and extending to InOnlte distance, like that 
of the fixed stars. So long oa the eye remains In Us 
natural condition it can be employed for vision con- 
tinuously upon objects situated anywhere within 
this rsntre. 

■If the Individual beeomes " long-sighted " or 
" sbort-sigbted " to a considerable degree, there oc- 
curs, after a certain time, an Indistinctness of vision 
over some part of the natural range; the sight be- 
comes indistinct lor distant or for near objects. In 
most cases there occurs before this Indistinctness of 
vision some pain, either in the eyes or in the temples 
and forehead. This pain increases If the efforL tu use 
the eyes Is continued. There may result a severe 
headache, followed perhaps 'by sickness at che stom- 
ach, giddiness, and palpitation of the heart. The 
symptoms are sometimes so severe as to Inspire the 
belief- that the patient !-■- suffering from some dis- 
order of the 'brain or of the stomach. Yet If the 
actual source of the difficulty be auspectei or cor- 
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rected, these symptoms, and with them the supposed 
disease of the brain, subside'. A good example is 
related by Mr. Carter: 

"A young gentleman of , good position, ivho was 
reading for honors at-hls university, suddenly. broke " 
down with symptoms which were attributed to some 
form of brain disease, and was advised to slve up 
his studies and go home. After a period of rest, 
being no better, he sought advice In London, where 
the opinion previously given was confirmed, and as 
a means of affording the most complete possible rest 
for his brain, he ivas advised to make a voyage to 
Australia and back. He did so, and returned In the 
same condition. He was then considered Incurable, 
and he was told that he must abandon a career 
which had been opened to him, and a matrimonial 
engagement which he had formed. In a word, hia 
whole life was blighted. Ultimately he was brought 
to me, not from any idea that his eyes were at fault, 
but merely that I might examine their Interna; cir- 
culation in order to see if this examination would 
throw any light on the state of the circulation of the 
brain. I found his eyes healthy, but ?,-;mev.'he.t 
" short-sighted," and on making Inquires i.ito his 
symptoms, ascertained that they resolved into simple 
Inability to read. As soon as he took up a book he 
beeame giddy, and giddiness brought on intense 
headache, palpitation of the heart and slck.iess nt 
the stomach. 

" The case was of the simplest kind, the patient 
had never used spectacles, and up to a certain point 
he had 'been able to read well and easily. V hen he 
began to work for honors, and ruad eight or ten 
hours a day, the muscles gave way; and then, as the 
two eyes Tvere no longer directed to the same point, 
the patient "saw doable." Tills, in its :11m, pro- 
duced giddiness, and the giddiness produced head- 
ache and sickness by disturbing the circulation. The
